(8) Cars with one-wear 
wheels would get bearing inspec- 
tion every seven to nine years; 
with multiple-wear wheels, possibly 
not often enough to detect failure 
symptoms. (9) Economics caused 
withdrawal of heavy-duty design; 
there is economic justification for 
use of larger size package bear- 
high-mileage cars. [Mr. 
corrected Item 9 as pub- 
lished in our July 20 issue. He 
did “larger size AP bear- 
ing” as reported then. He used the 
term “larger size package bearing” 
as reported here. It not his 
intention to use the designation of 
any one manufacturer.]
